Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-2, 4-7, 9-14, and 16-17 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Boschelli et al. (WO 
98/33798, published 6 August 1998, included in IDS) teach structure 18 *page 139). This 
structure does not anticipate or render obvious compounds of claim 1 because the ring is not 
quinoxaline, and it not connected to a benzopyrazine ring within a macrocyclic ring system. 
Also, compound 1 8 is not part of a larger macrocyclic ring, and compounds of claim 1 are.
